1965 FOOTBALL SEASON REVIEW 

The 1 965 edition of the Red Raiders enjoyed a successful 6-1-1 season, and added 
the final touch by smashing M,S,J. 53*7, Senior quarterback Butch Morgan broke a 
school record for touchdown passes by throwing thirteen, two more than the old record 
which he set two years ago as a sophomore. Senior halfback Mike Murphy was well 
on the way towards breaking a school record for scoring when he suffered a knee 
injury, which derailed him for the remainder of the season. Senior fullback John 
Morse scored the highest number of points in one game for the Raiders this season. 
The big fullback carried the Mounties for more than 100 yards in his last showing 
as a Raider. Senior ends, Rick Pratt and Dave Hodgson, formed the nucleus of the 
passing game. When Pratt was injured early in the season, Junior Dave Goodspeed 
filled his shoes at right end. Hodgson was the team's high scorer with 48 points in- 
cluding 7 touchdowns coming on picture perfect tosses from Morgan. Wingback 
Crandy Grant exhibited versatility to its extreme. The Senior speedster returned 
punts and kickoffs excellently. His best showing was against Hartford, when he ex- 
ploded for a 64 yard punt return. Senior guards, Bob Sharp and Jtm Kent, probably the 
lightest combo in the SVL, turned in excellent performances, Walt Ladabouche 
turned in his usual commendable job at tackle. The other tackle, whom many justly 
consider as the best in the State, was Arnie James. The opposition would probably 
refer to Arnie as "Pains James", Tommy Neary, who knows as much about the safety 
spot as anybody, did a great job for the third year.
